to procure and keep in his office a book to be known as

Record Book of Officers’ Bonds.

cluding Justices of the Peace, and Constables, now on bonds.
file in his county, executed since the 31st day of Decem-
ber, 1859, and the bonds of all county officers hereafter
filed in his County.

The (%lerk shall receive as a comFensation Fees,
for the duties herein prescribed the following fees: for
the recording of bonds now on file, the sum of six cents
for each one hundred words by him recorded, which
shall be paid from the County Treasury of his County,
and for the recording of the bonds of each officer here-
after filed, the sum of fifty cents, which shall be paid in
advance, by the officer whose bond is so recorded.
